Wor- 
thington, the District attorney, 
requesting him to direct the clerk 
of the Police court, to issue a war- 
rant for the arrest of Johnson, un—- 
Mr. Wor- 
thington, so it is stated, sent to 
|}the Major of police, Col. Moore, 
and requested him to make an in- 
vestigation which resulted in Mr. 
Johnson apologizing and his con- 
sent to serve respectable colored 
people. Mr. Hewlett should be 
commended and so far as Col. 
Worthington is concerned, he 
knows no man by his color.

TERRIBLE TRAGE 
IPPI. 


A YOUNG MAN KILLS THE WOMAN FOR 


COURT/AGAINST HIM. 


from Coffeeville Miss:, gives 
e details of aterrible tragedy which oc- 
cured in Airmieuuf, a smull village 12 
miles east of that place, last. Satarday 
‘eyening. Ov Friday, Mag. Sherman, col- 
ored, appeared. before the proper -official 
and swore out a Warrant charging that 
Seil Boyle, a young white man ofthe 
neighborhood, bad the night before bro 
keu into her house and indecently assaul- 
ted both berself and her eight-year-old 
daughter. Boyle wasarrested and carried- 
to Airmount on Saturday afternoon, all 
the while protesting his innocence. Trial 
was called ubout 3 o’clock, and all were 
assembled in the court room. The woman 
after being swern, proceeded: to» teli her 
story, occasionally interlarding. it .with 
such exptessions as *“‘Ged knaws he is 
guilty, and he knows it himself;”’ ‘‘I saw 
him plainly when he seized hold on me, 
and it was surely Sell Boyle.’ As all the 
sickening details came out, the young 
man’s face began to grow pale, and as 
the woman conéluded her testimony Boyle 
stepped forwards and drawing his revol- 
ver shot her through the heart.
